PROTECTION FOR PURCHASERS OF 
GARMENTS 


The California State Department of Public Health 


receives many inquiries relative to possible laws or 


regulations that may cover the fitting of garments 
commonly worn next to the skin. This includes 
hosiery, foundation garments, brassieres, girdles, un- 
derware and other clothing. There is no State law 
that covers the subject. Some cities of California have 


ordinances that prohibit the return of any such gar-— 


ments, as well as millinery. Such ordinances provide 


that, once purchased and removed from the place 


where they were bought, these garments can not be — 
returned for credit or exchange. 


In some of the larger cities a soft paper temporary 


covering is provided, without cost, to individuals who 


wish to try on these intimate garments. There is no 
direct evidence that any acute public health problem 
is involved, but as a matter of esthetics, the use of the 
paper garment is commendable. It is possible that 
some diseases might be transmitted in this manner, but 
the chances are rather remote. At all events, the 
subject is one of interest to a great many people, as 


correspondence upon the subject indicates.
